In 
this caſe, with moderate exerciſe, and the uſe of chaff, which 
may be cut at home, half a peck of corn wwill be ſufficient for 
each horſe, which, if bought at 208. per quarter (g gallon 
meaſure) will amount to no more than about 151. per annum: 
the other 208. is allowed for chaff. 

I would recommend, that the three horſes match in 
colour and ſize, for more than one reaſon, and that they 
have nag tails. If one falls lame, you have then ano- 
ther to ſupply its place; and they may occaſionally be 
uſed as ſaddle-horſes, by the maſter, his lady, and his 
ſervant.
